Patient  Department  for  examination  by  a  Member  of 
v  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff.

2  Emergencies  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time,  but  the 
House  Surgeon  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Matron,  should 
be  telephoned  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  a  bed  is 
available. 

3.  No  case  shall  be  accepted  for  admission  to  the  general 
wards  which  is  within  the  following  category 

(a)  Cases  deemed  incurable  after  due  examination. 

(b)  Cases  so  tedious  of  cure  as  to  preclude  for  a  con¬ 
siderable  period  the  admission  of  more  urgent 
cases. 

(c)  Cases  which  are  more  properl}  objects  for  paro¬ 
chial  relief. 

(d)  Infectious  and  other  diseases  which  might  en¬ 
danger  other  patients. 

(e)  Mental  cases, 

(f)  Cases  likely  to  be  aggravated  rather  than  cured 
by  confinement  to  a  hospital  ward,  but  such 
cases,  if  deemed  proper  objects,  shall  receive 
treatment  as  Out-Patients. 

(g)  Veneral  diseases. 

4.  All  Patients — or  their  relatives  in  cases  of  emergency — ■ 
shall  be  interviewed  by  the  Lady  Almoner  before  ad¬ 
mission  to  the  wards. 

5.  Fees  shall  be  charged  towards  the  cost  of  maintenance 
in  accordance  with  the  patients’  means. 

Patients  are  required  to  bring  face  flannel,  soap,  towel, 
tooth-brush,  brush  and  comb,  change  of  linen,  dressing 
gown  and  slippers.

In 
order  that  the  Hospital  may  survive  present  conditions  and 
continue  its  useful  service  of  healing,  great  and  increasing 
efforts  to  augment  depleted  funds  must  be  made  without  delay.

The  Committee  earnestly  appeal  to  ALL  sympathisers  for  their 
utmost  support. 

OBITUARY. 

The  Committee  with  great  regret  record  the  loss  of  Baron 
Albert  Profumo,  K.C.,  who  died  at  his  home  in  Warwickshire 
on  the  27th  March,  1940. 

Baron  Profumo  served  for  many  years  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  of  Management  and  the  House  and  Financial  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  he  made  numerous  generous  contributions  to  the 
funds  of  the  Hospital. 
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The  Committee  are  very  pleased  to  report  that  the  vacancy 
thus  created  on  the  Committee  of  Management  has  been  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  his  son  Lieutenant  John  Profumo,  M.P.

The  ever  increasing  prices  of  all  commodities,  notably  food, 
drugs,  and  other  consumable  stores  since  the  outbreak  of  War 
have  been  accentuated  by  the  introduction  of  the  Purchase  Tax 
on  many  necessary  commodities.  The  year  has  been  a  difficult 
one  for  the  Committee  in  their  endeavours  to  reduce  expendi¬ 
ture,  without  impairing  the  Hospital’s  high  standard  of  efficiency. 
The  actual  cost  per  occupied  bed  is  rising  each  year. 

The  Hospital’s  ordinary  expenditure  for  the  year  was 
£8,057,  showing  an  increase  of  £367  over  the  like  expenditure 
for  1939.

IN-PATIENTS. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  bombing  of  London  in 
September,  1940,  Patient’s  beds,  totalling  29,  on  the  2nd  Floor 
of  the  Hospital  have,  as  a  precautionary  measure,  been  tempor- 
arily  closed.  In  consequence,  income  has  seriously  decreased. 

It  is,  however,  interesting  to  record  that  in  spite  of  present 
abnormal  conditions,  634  In-Patients  were  treated  during  the 
year,  compared  with  794,  for  the  previous  year. 

The  average  length  of  stay  of  each  patient  was  20.8  days 
Compared  writh  18.66  days  for  1939.  , 

The  total  number  of  operations  performed  was  761. 

OUT-PATIENTS.

The  brought  forward  deficit  of  £587  on  Improvements 
Account,  has  been  decreased  by  £170  during  the  year. 

BED  REDUCTION — Serious  Loss  of  Income. 

The  Committee  desire  again  to  point  out  that  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  bombing  of  London  in  September  1940,  and 
as  a  precautionary  measure  for  the  safety  of  its  patients,  the 
Committee  felt  compelled  to  close  temporarily  the  beds  on  the 
2nd  Floor  of  the  Hospital. 

The  total  number  of  beds  thus  effected  is  29,  representing 
one  half  of  the  Hospital’s  total  bed  accommodation. 

Unfortunately,  however,  it  has  not  been  considered  advis¬ 
able  under  present  conditions  to  re-open  the  beds  referred  to. 

The  Hospital’s  friends  will  readily  realise  the  serious  loss 
of  income  involved,  and  great  efforts  will  be  required  to  make 
this  loss  good. 

Your  help  and  support  are,  therefore,  urgently  needed. 
VISIT  THE  HOSPITAL. 

A  cordial  invitation  by  the  Committee  is  extended  to  all 
the  Hospital’s  friends  to  visit  the  Hospital  and  witness  the 
excellent  work  which  is  being  carried  on. 

CONCLUSION. 

An  analysis  of  the  foregoing  Report  shows  that  if  the  Hos¬ 
pital  is  to  weather  present  abnormal  conditions,  it  is  of  vital 

necessity  to  stress  the  urgency  of  increased  and  addi¬ 
tional  support* 

The  Committee  feel  that  their  appeal  will  not  be  in  vain, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  necessary  funds  to  enable  the  Hospital 
to  continue  its  great  work  will  be  forthcoming  from  the  Hos¬ 
pital’s  many  supporters  and  friends.
